GETTING FISH HOME FRESH. 
HE recent hot spell has reminded 
fishermen that up until cold 
weather getting fish home so 
they are fresh enotgh to eat is 
sometimes a problem. 

The veteran, Gus Munch, offers this 
stunt: “Cut out viscera and gills; 
wipe absolutely dry with hay; salt 
slightly; place a wisp of hay inside of 


fish packed, this way in the hottes 
weather.” 


J. N. Buchanan, another old-timer, 
elaborates. He says: “Fish are kept 
alive until we break camp. When they 
are killed the gills, viscera, and all the 
blood lying along the back bone is re 
moved—a very litle salt is rubbed on 
the inside of the fish, especially along 


the back bone. We do not wash the 
fish after dressing, but, on the con- 
trary, wipe it as dry as we can both 
inside and out. 

“Roll the fish in cornmeal, also put 
plenty inside to absorb moisture. Then 
pack in either cheese cloth or wax 
paper and pack in hay. It is well to 
put a little hay between each fish so 
they will not touch each other. 

“One of the first things we do after 
making camp is to cut some grass and 
allow it to cure so as to become hay.

Fall and winter care of the garden 
determines to a ‘great extent the suc- 
‘cess of next year’s crop. After the 
Vegetables have all been gathered it 
is a wise plan to remove all vines, dead 
plants, corn stalks, and other trash. 
Stakes that have been used to suppurt 
Plants should be gathered and stored 
in piles under shelter for next year’s 
use. Mauy gardeners leave the vines 
on ‘the ground and plow them under 
in order to add humus to the soil, but 
this is a dangerous practice, espe- 
clally this year. Many of the Insects 


this year are still on the plants and 
woulv live over the winter. 

Rake all of the vines and dead plants 
into piles and burn them. This is the 
safest plan. However, it may be ad- 
visable to leave them in piles in one 
corner of the garden, where they will 
decay. It may be mixed with manure 
to form a compost. Decayed plants of 
this kind make an excellent material 


_| to spread over the ground in the spring. 


~ 

After the debris has been removed 
the ground should be spaded or plowed 
to a depth of seven or eight inches. 
The soil can then be harrowed ani 
sown to rye, crimson clover, or,some 
other green crop. This will prevent 
the earth from washing, and the green 
material will improve the physical con- 
dition of the soil. 

Where it is not practical to sow the 
rye or clover it is well to spade or 
plow the garden and allow the ground 
to lle rough through the winter. This 
allows the frost and freezes to kill 
grubs and other Insects, as wel] as 


lighten the soil by alternate freezing 
jand thawing. The ground works better 


in the spring when it comes time for 


pseeding. 


Another good practice that ts fol- 
lowed by many successful gardeners 
is to plow the ground and apply coarse 
manure. which decays and mixes with 
the sot! during the winter. If the ma- 
nure ts well rotted it is best to apply 
it to the rough, freshly plowed ground
